for identifying parcel post zones 
will go into effect on that date 
as provided in legislation signed 
into law by President Johnson 
on September 20, 1966, the Post- 
master pointed out.

The rate Increases will av- 


erage about 10 cents a parcel, 
Mr. Brannan said, Starting Ju- 
ly 1, the law provides for a ser- 
ies of size and weight Increases 
on packages mailed between first 
-class offices. Hope is a 1st class 
office. The size and weight in- 
creases will be In five annual 
steps, the last coming on July 
1, 1971. 


Use of ZIP Code in the re- 


cipient's address will enable the 
sender or a mail clerk to quick- 
ly determine the proper zone,and 
thus the rate, for the package. 
The zones will be based on the 
distance a parcel travels between 
the 552 sectional centers in the 
country, Mr. Brannan said. 


But consulting a simple chart 


which is available at all post 
offices, the zone can be read- 
ily identified because the first 
three numbers of the ZIP Code 
represent the sectional center. 
This replaces a method in which 
a directory often had to be con- 
sulted to locate the proper zone 
for each of the nation's 33,000 
post offices. 


The new rates will range from 


40 cents for a three-pound par- 
cel destined for local delivery 
to 60 cents for the same par- 
cel to zone 3 (150 to 300 miles) 
to SI.05 to zone 8 (over 1,800 
miles). The new zoning method 
will also apply to air parcel 
post, catalogs and to publish- 
ers who pay zone rates on the 
advertising portion of their per- 
iodicals. 


Mr. Brannan noted that all par- 


cels mailed between post offices 
within the Hope sectional cen- 
ter will be charged at the first 
zone rate. There are 47 post 
offices within the Hope sectional 
center.

Lodge Thinks 
Casualties

WASHINGTON {AP) - Am- 


bassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
predicted today a downturn in 
the 
percentage 
of American 


casualties in Vietnam this year, 


"The 
war would be pretty 


nearly 
over," 
Lodge added, 


once success is achieved in wip» 
ing out the threat from hard- 
core terrorists to Vietnamese 
villagers. But he gave no date 
on when he thought this slower, 
pacification task might be com- 
pleted. 


Lodge spoke in an interview 


with The Associated Press prior 
to his departure for Saigon Sat- 
urday after a month in the Unit- 
ed States on home leave and 
consultation. 


He met Wednesday with Pres- 


ident Johnson. 
Afterward, he 


told reporters U.S. forces may 
win military victory over organ- 
ized Red troops this year but 
this 
would not 
automatically 


end the war. 


As Lodge outlined it in his 


interview, 
there are actually 


four kinds of war being fought 
in South Vietnam — the conven- 
tional military operation against 
ferge units, weeding out terror- 
ists, development of a constitu- 
tional political system which is 
under way, and the economic 
battle in which inflation has 
been successfully "staved off" 
at this point. 


U.S. 
troops have been search- 


ing out Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese army units. The 
American 
forces 
now total 


around 400,000 and they have 
been suffering about 100 killed a 
week. 


"I believe the purely military 


part of the war — which is what 
the Americans are engaged in 
— will make tremendous prog- 
ress in 1967 and that the per- 
centage of American casualties 
will 
start declining," 
Lodge 


said. 


"The weeding out of the ter- 


rorists, however, takes longer," 
he added. "It is almost wholly a 
job for the Vietnamese. 


"Until this is done and until 


local political institutions are 
constructed 
under 
which a 


police program and an econom- 
ic and social program can be 
conducted, 
Vietnam 
cannot 


stand by itself and will continue 
to require help."

The mature person learns 


early in life that there must 
be give and take if we are to 
get along with our fellow hu- 
man beings. He develops the 
ability to adjust to the imper- 
fections of his surroundings. 
Oddly enough, some, but not 
all, immature parents, in spite 
of their own immaturity, raise 
their children to be self-reli- 
ant leaders.

and Marching Society, Inc., of 
Washington and 
Fairfax, 
Va. 


The 1,500 members can choose 
a variety of weekend excursions 
or extended vacations at low 
cost. 


For example: Bermuda $58 


roundtrip, Quebec $35, Europe 
$225, 
Hong 
Kong and 
Japan 


$491. 


To be a member, taking trips 


like these, costs $188 the first 
year 
and 
$57.60 each 
year 


thereafter, plus the shared cost 
of miles actually flown, just 
over 2 cents a mile per person. 
It's a nonprofit organization, 
like a neighborhood swimming 
pool, only bigger. 


A committee lays out a sched- 


ule, 
and members sign up for 


the trips that appeal to them. 
It's all on a first-come first- 
served basis for the 87 seats 
available each flight. 


The president of the society is 


Dr. Robert Ware, an enthusi' 
astic traveler who spends so 
much time on club business that 
"practicing 
medicine has be- 


come just a sideline for me." 


Dr. Ware noted that with 87 


passengers 
aboard, 
there is 


bound to be some differences of 
opinion—"some might want a 
cocktail party, some are teeto- 
talers, some want to play poker, 
some want to read." 


Drinking, he said has been no 


problem at all. "People bring 
their own liquor. We strongly 
suggest the airline rule of a two- 
drink limit." 


Catered meals are served by 


stewardesses who are paid by 
the trip.

The cause is 
unknown. The victim has mild 
weakness of certain muscle 
groups on both sides of the 
body. The disease may occur 
at any age and is slowly pro- 
gressive. Spontaneous remis- 
sions do occur but it is better 
not to wait for them. The dis- 
ease should be treated ac- 
tively right from the start 
with aspirin, gentle massage 
and large doses of prednisone.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Be- 


fore the end of the term the Su- 
preme Court will decide a novel 
question of paramount impor- 
tance to civil rights marchers 
and administrators of justice. 


It is: May judges and police- 


men be sued for damages under 
an 1871 civil rights law? 


If they are 
ruled immune 


from such suits, civil rights 
demonstrators will be barred 
from using the Reconstruction 
statute to sue for false arrest 
and conviction. 


But if they are not immune, 


the door could swing wide open 
for such suits — a prospect 
which appeared to deeply con- 
cern at least three of the nine 
Supreme 
Court justices who 


heard arguments on the matter 
Wednesday. 


The case at hand involves 


four Episcopal ministers, one of 
them a former son-in-law of 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, who were arrested in 
a Jackson, Miss., bus depot in 
September 1961. 


The ministers were part of a 


racially mixed group of Episco- 
pal clergymen on a civil rights 
"prayer pilgrimage" from New 
Orleans to Detroit. Three are 
white and the fourth Negro. 


Their trip up the Mississippi 


Valley was cut short when they 
tried to eat in a coffee shop in 
the depot. 


According to their attorney, 


Carl Rachlin of New York City, 
they entered the depot peaceful- 
ly and were arrested to enforce 
segregation. The stanchion out- 
side the depot, Rachlin said, 
read: "Whites only, by order of 
police." 


But 
according to attorney 


Elizabeth Watkins Hulen Gray- 
son of Jackson — representing 
the three arresting police offi- 
cers and the local police justice, 
the ministers "broadcast the 
fact they came to be arrested." 
They attracted a crowd of 30 to 
40 persons, Mj-s, Gr^yson said, 


some of whom muttered, made 
violent gestures and had angry number 
expressions" on their face. 


Local Police Justice James L. 


Spencer found the four - the 
Rev. Robert L. Werson, then 
married to Rockefeller's daugh- 
ter Ann, the Rev. John B. Mor- 
ris, the Rev. James G. Jones Jr. 
and the Rev. James P. Breeden, 
a Negro, guilty of violating Mis- 
sissippi's breach-of-peace law 
and sent them off to jail. 


Later, 
Hinds County Court 


struck down Father Jones' con- 
viction and officials decided not 
to press charges against the 
three others. 


The clergymen then turned 


around and sued the three ar- 
resting officers and Spencer for 
damages under the 1871 civil 
rights law, seeking $11,000 each.

Map Issues 
Ultimatum 
to Opposition 


TOKYO (AP) - Mao Tse-tung 


has delivered an ultimatum to 
his enemies, called on the army 
to help crush them and obtained 
pledges of loyalty from military 
units throughout China, organs 
under his control reported to- 
day. 


There was no indication Mao's 


opponents were buckling under 
the pressure. Peking Radio said 
that Mao has ordered complete 
reorganization of the "cultural 
revolutionary committee" of the 
armed forces, a possible indica- 
tion of military opposition to 
Mao 
despite 
the 
claimed 


pledges of support. 


The new turn in the Chinese 


Communist 
party 
chairman's 


seething struggle with the party 
faction headed by President Liu 
Shao-chi coincided with an ad- 
mission that there has been 
fighting in Shanghai.

and all travel in and out limited. 


The appeal to the army — and 


the reported swift response — 
also suggested that the 2.5-mil- 
lion-man armed forces may be 
wavering in their loyalty to Mao 
and Defense Minister Lin Piao, 
his No. 1 ally and nominally in 
control of the army. 


The army's declaration of loy- 


alty followed an editorial in the 
Peking People's Daily and the 
theoretical journal Red Flag —

lutionary people." 


On the heels of this ultimatum 


— which used the word "final" 
for the first time — four impor- 
tant official bodies dominated 
by Mao issued a directive call-

concerted 
action and to beat 


back the new counterattack of 
the bourgeois reactionary line." 


Until now, the army has been 


carrying out its own purge as 
part of the so-called "great 
proletarian cultural revolution." 
Its injection into the civilian 
purge was considered an appar- 
ent indication that Mao's posi- 
tion has been seriously weak- 
ened by the rash of strikes, 
walkouts, violent clashes and 
sabotage which have swept the 
country in the past three weeks.

First of all, such obvious 


remedies as weather 
strip- 


ping and the use of storm 
windows and s t o r m doors 
should be taken care of. Felt 
weather strip 
is 
cheapest, 


easy to apply, but the least 
durable. Consider this if you 
are renting. 
Bronze is ex- 


pensive but lasts and lasts. 


Don't f o r g e t a piece of 


weather strip for the bottom 
of all outside doors. Closets 
on outside walls get pretty 
cold and an air current will 
result with a steady blast of 
cold air from under the door. 


Most drafts can be 
prevented by 
weather stripping. 


Apply weather stripping 


If you have a fireplace, you 


may be g e t t i n g a draft 
through the chimney when 
the fireplace is not in use. 
Just remember to keep the 
damper c l o s e d to block a 
downdraft. 


If the fireplace is on an 


outside wall, check mortar 
joints around the fireplace. 
Ready-mix mortar and trowel 
in after first cleaning cracks 
of all loose mortar. 


Check Baseboards 


Drafts often develop along 


the baseboard, especially in 
a basementless home. Wher- 
ever you find such a draft, 
carefully pry up the quarter- 
round molding and calk the 
crack underneath. 
Replace 


the molding. If there is no 
molding s i m p l y calk the 
seam and p a i n t , stain or 
varnish to m a t c h floor or 
baseboard. 


Drafts enter around founda- 


tions, e s p e c i a l l y where 
masonry meets siding. Apply 
calking 
here 
and 
around 


doors and window frames as 
well. The holes where out- 
door faucets come through 
the wall are another source 
of u n w a n t e d 
ventilation. 


Calk these, too. If the holes 
are large, stuff them with in- 
sulation first. Treat outdoor 
electrical 
outlets, and 
the 


opening for your television 
antenna the same way. 


Air conditioners installed 


in windows have smail open- 
ings all around that will ad- 
mit a draft. If it is not prac- 
tical to remove the air condi- 


tioner, then make it as air- 
tight as p o s s i b 1 e. Calk all 
around the mounting board 
and between the unit and the 
sill below and window edge 
above. Get a cover for the 
air conditioner. This prevents 
air from blowing through the 
unit as well as protecting it. 


Cover Fans 


Covers are available for ex- 


haust fan openings through 
which a high wind can cause 
a draft. If you can't find one, 
make your own by taking off 
the grill and lining it with 
aluminum foil. 


Close doors and trap doors 


to unheated attics. 
Do not 


block ventilation openings in 
the attic. Insulate the floors 
of unfinished attics to keep 
rooms below warmer. 


Is there a cracked window 


pane around? Air will come 
through it. If you can't re- 
pair 
it 
immediately, then 


cover with plastic film held 
with staples. 


Dried 
and 
loose 
putty 


around windows will permit 
air to enter. Replacing the 
putty will stop the draft and 
end window rattling at the 
same time.
